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A LANDSLIP that forced Banbury’s 
railway station to close will cause 
disruption for at least two weeks, a 
rail boss has said. 

The incident on Saturday between 
Banbury and Leamington Spa halt- 
ed all services between the stations 
and left around 350,000 tonnes of 
earth dangerously close to the rail- 
way track. 

It comes just 11 months after com- 
muters faced similar disruption af- 
ter a landslip on the same stretch of 
track. 

Network Rail chief executive Mark 
Carne said: “This is a massive inci- 
dent and I am making sure we have 
all the resources we need to tackle 
this problem. Our safety precau- 
tions ensured the railway was shut 
before there was any risk to passen- 
gers. Looking forward, our focus is 
on making sure the site is safe be- 
fore our engineers move any of the 
affected earthworks.” 

Remote sensing techniques were 
being used to monitor the landslide 
and work was due to begin to clear 
the debris as soon as it is safe to do 
so. 

Mr Carne added: “This is a very 
deep cutting built back in Brunel’s 
days which we have been repairing 
for some time. I can assure passen- 
gers whose journeys are being dis- 
rupted that we will do our utmost to 
restore their services as soon as pos- 
sible. However, it may take several 
weeks to stabilise it before we can 
start some services.” 

Commuters were left stranded out- 
side Banbury station for two hours 
and had to wait for replacement bus 
services after the incident happened 
at about 3pm on Saturday. 

National Rail said it was unsafe 
for trains to travel between Banbury 
and Leamington Spa after a risk of 
further ground movement.It added 
the line would remain closed while 
engineers monitored the site and in- 
vestigated the scale of the problem. 

National Rail spokeswoman Sam 
Kelly said: “This is a known problem 
area experiencing elevated levels of 
ground water and engineers contin- 
ue to work with local landowners to 
try to rectify and control the situa- 
tion safely.”

Banbury Town Council leader Ki- 
eron Mallon said the town’s econo- 
my could suffer if the trains were 
not running. 

He added: “A lot of people commute 
in and out of Banbury for work and 
I would hope that they will use all 
means possible to speed up the work 
that they need to do to get these 
lines open. 

“Following on from the recent in- 
cident, I would hope that the rail 
operators will look at the remedial 
work to make sure that this stretch 
of line is not affected again.”

Boundary move 
brings concerns 


A BID to change ward boundaries could 
see a “loss of local identity”, councillors 
have warned. 

Cherwell District Council members 
raised concerns at a meeting to discuss 
Local Government Boundary 
Commission for England proposals. 

It has put forward the plans to reduce 
wards from 28 to 16, with three 
councillors in each ward, so each ward 
has amore similar number of voters. 

The total number of councillors would 
also be reduced from 50 to 48 at the 
Conservative-controlled authority. 

This would mean that by 2020 each 
ward would have 7,740 electors, a ratio of 
one councillor to every 2,580 voters. 

Councillors suggested at a recent 
meeting that some boundaries should be 
moved to prevent “electoral confusion” 
and “a loss of local identity”. 

Cherwell District Council leader Barry 
Wood said: “The boundary commission 
conducts these reviews to create equality. 

“As it stands, some members represent 
significantly more residents than others 
and so by revising the boundaries they 
aim to even things out.” 

He added: “While we understand the 
reasons for this review, it is important to 
members that this does not come at the 
expense of communities.” 

Bicester would get one more councillor 
and have wards cut from five to four, 
giving 12 total councillors. 

Kidlington would stay at two wards 
with six instead of five councillors, 
which councillors suggested would make 
it difficult for elected members to 
accurately represent their communities. 

The council will now put together an 
official response to the LGBCE, to be 
published next month. The changes will 
take effect at elections in May 2016.

TEACHERS and keen 
astronomers gathered to take 
part in a School Observatory 
Workshop. 

The event at Banbury’s Space 
Studio aimed to encourage 
astronomy in school, and give a 
boost to teachers and technicians 
considering getting an 
astronomical observatory in 
their schools. 

The Ruskin Road Space Studio, 
the first of its kind in the UK, 
hosted the free National Schools’ 
Observatory workshop. 

And for enthusiasts from 
travelled from across the country 
to be there. 

Physics teacher at the Studio, 
Hayley Flood said: “It is 
excellent having the National 
Schools’ Observatory run their 
workshop from the Space Studio, 
the aim was to involve more 
schools and students in the field 
of astronomy. 


“The workshop was done in two 
parts.

The Space Studio opened in

New research disproves 
existing snake theories 


Fossils found in Oxfordshire 
have raised questions over 
current evolutionary theories

SNAKE fossils which have been un- 
earthed in Oxfordshire have forced 
scientists to re-write their evolution- 
ary history story. 

The fossils which were dug up 
in Kirtlington, show that snakes 
learned how to slither 167 million 
years ago, 70 million years earlier 
than previously thought. 

Until recently, it was thought 
that the snake’s head had evolved 
after its elongated body had already 
formed but that theory was based 
on evidence which suddenly 
appeared in the fossil record 100 
million years ago. 

The new fossils point to a much 
older origin for snakes and suggest 
that the classic snake head pre- 
dated a legless body. 

Of the four newly-discovered 
snakes, two were from the UK and 
the oldest, Eophis underwoodi, was 
found near Kirtlington. 

Lead scientist professor Michael 
Caldwell, from the University of 


Alberta, Canada, said: “The study 
explores the idea that evolution 
within the group called ‘snakes’ 
is much more complex than was 
previously thought. 

“Importantly, there is now a 
significant knowledge gap to be 
bridged by future research as no 
snake fossils are known from 
between 140 to 100 million years 
ago.” 

The research, which is 
published in the journal Nature 
Communications, overturns the idea 
that snakes appeared suddenly 
and then spread around the world 
around 100 million years ago. 

It instead suggests that from 167 
million to 100 million years ago, 
snakes were expanding globally and 
evolving towards their well-known 
body plan. 

The ancient snakes occupied 
many different habitats, including 
swamps, ponds, rivers and coastal 
systems. 

Prof Caldwell added: “Based 
on the new evidence and through 
comparison to living legless lizards 
which are not snakes, the journal 
explores the novel idea that the 
evolution of the characteristic 
snake skull and some of its other 
body parts appeared long before 
snakes lost their legs.”

Chief executive Rachel Coney 
said: “As far as we are aware no 
other Healthwatch in the coun- 
try has achieved this level of 
impact.”

‘PLAYING GOD’ 


Trial could mean 
more loss of life

AMBULANCE authorities have 
been accused of putting lives 
at risk by taking part in a trial 
which gives heart attack vic- 
tims a placebo instead of adren- 
aline. 

The study by five ambulance 
trusts including South Central 
Ambulance Service (SCAS), called 
PARAMEDIC-2, will eventually be 
rolled out to every ambulance in 
the county. 

Current guidelines recommend 
routinely giving adrenaline dur- 
ing the resuscitation of patients 
who have suffered cardiac arrest. 

However researchers say a clini- 
cal trial has never been done and 
believe it could cause more deaths 
than it saves. 

Chairman of Oxford health 
group Patient Voice Jacquie 
Pearce-Gervis, said: “What they 
are doing is basically playing God 
by enrolling people into this trial.” 

Some concerns have been raised 
about the trial, in which patients 
may be given salt solution instead,

because patients will not be able to 
consent to take part, only opt out 
of it. 

But the ambulance service said 
the ethics had been approved, 
based on European law, and that 
funding had been given by the 
National Institute for Health Re- 
search (NICE). 

The trial has been designed to 
test this belief but local GP Dr Prit 
Buttar said it could lead to deaths 
that might have been prevented. 

He said: “If a small number of 
people survived after being given 
adrenaline, and fewer survived 
when given the placebo, you could 
argue that several people who had 
died may have not died if they 
were given adrenaline. 

“If you asked members of the 
public whether they wanted 
adrenaline or whether they want- 
ed salt water after suffering a car- 
diac arrest, I’m sure most would 
say adrenaline. 

“You could be causing prevent- 
able deaths with this trial.” 

Eventually every ambulance in 
Oxfordshire will take part in the 
trial, which is managed by the 
University of Warwick and tak- 
ing place at four other ambulance 
trusts. 

SCAS refused to comment on 
whether patients’ lives could be 
put at risk in the drug trial, which 
will run until August 2018.

EVER underestimate the 
power of a hug.

The inquisitive automaton Baymax 
is the stuff that sweet celluloid dreams 
are made of: tender, loving and unwit- 
tingly hilarious. 

Every child will want their own 
marshmallow man to snuggle at night 
and keep them safe from the harsh re- 
alities of modern life that weigh heav- 
ily on the film’s grief-stricken adoles- 
cent hero. 

“T see no evidence of physical inju- 
ry,” informs the robot as he scans the 
boy’s body. 

“Tt’s a different kind of hurt,” la- 
ments the teenager. 

Fourteen-year-old Hiro Hamada 
(voiced by Ryan Potter) idolises his 
older brother Tadashi (Daniel Hen- 
ney), who is a star pupil of Professor 
Robert Callaghan (James Cromwell), 
head of the robotics program at San 
Fransokyo University. 

A fire on campus culminates in trag- 
edy and shell-shocked Hiro is incon- 
solable until his brother’s greatest 
creation, a personal healthcare robot 
called Baymax (Scott Adsit), helps the 
teenager to confront his loss.

I WAS kicking myself when 
I finally realised that a long- 
awaited fishing trip would 
coincide with the arrival of 
Citroén’s diminutive C1. 

On the face of it, combining 
6ft-long beachcasting rod _ sec- 
tions, an unwieldy tripod and a 
mass of other equipment with 
a cuddly, but tiny, city car was 
going to end in tears. I need not 
have worried. 

Despite its ultra-compact di- 
mensions, frugal engine and 
built-for-the-city style, the lit- 
tle car coped admirably with a 
mass of luggage on a 200-mile 
plus round trip to the coast. 

With two people on board and 
the rear seat backs folded flat, 
the Cl performed cheerfully 
while out of its comfort zone. 

Comfort is high on the list of 
priorities for the latest genera- 
tion of the nippy, zippy city car 
that has sold more than 780,000 
examples worldwide since its 
launch nine years ago. 

Priced from £8,245 to £11,935, 
the new Cl which is nimbler and 
better handling than its prede- 
cessor, is available in both three 
and five-door hatchback ver- 
sions and, the model tested here 


é 


as a new open-top body style, 
called Airscape. 

The large canvas soft-top runs 
practically the entire length of 
the roof, is fully opening and 
electrically controlled as stand- 
ard and a deflector deploys when 
the roof is opened to limit in- 
cabin turbulence. 

Power comes from a choice of 
petrol engines, all of which emit 
less than 100g/km of carbon di- 
oxide which exempts all models 
from paying vehicle excise duty. 

With the VTi 68 engine with 
Stop & Start technology mated 
to a five-speed manual gearbox, 
it has the potential of covering 
74.3mpg on the combined cycle.

Women tackling brunt of school run 


NEW research shows women bear 
the brunt of giving lifts and 
tackling the school run. 

The stats, from Halfords, show 
women have access to the family 
car 57 per cent of the time, versus 
43 per cent for men.
